OUTSIDE SCHOOL HOURS 

A reminder that children un- 
Ser 16 may work only outside 
eciool hours has &ten given by 
Stanley C Wollaston, New Eng- 
fond Regional Director of the 
U.S, Labor Department's Wage- 
Hour and Publie Contracts Divi- 
slong. 

“The child labor provisions of 
the Federal Fotr Labor Standards 
act help tho migrant as well as 
ie local child get the education 
which ig cas essential in today's 
eoonamy.” Wollastan said. A 
vourgster’s future success de- 
pends on the schooling he or she 
gel’ 

The need for continued vigi- 
lance fis demonstrated by the 
Divisions’ findings which show 
that ehidren whe work on farms 
during school hours in violation 
of the Act lag behind other chil- 
dren in. their schooling. 

Last year, for instince, almost 
half of these young farm work- 
ers were in grades below the nor- 
mint for thelr ages. At the age 
of 15, almodt seven out of 10 of 
loval vouth ard nine out of 10 of 
ihe migrants were behind fn 
school grade attainment.
